THE CITY BOARD 

OF TRUSTEES 


Interesting Meeting Held and Consider¬ 
able Business Disposed Of—Tree 
Ordinance to Be Enforced. 


The city board of trustees met in the | 
city hall last Monday night with all j 
members present. 

An application for a Class B liquor 
license was received from P. Mairani j 
Co., a grocery firm located at 309 j 
Grand avenue. The names of the firm 
signed to the application are P. Maira¬ 
ni, V. Orsitti and L. Mazzanti. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, sec-1 
onded by Trustee Healy, action on the j 
application was laid over to the next 
meeting of the board on account of the ! 
license for the same location in the ; 
name of A. K. Panos not having been 
revoked, which is a necessary provi¬ 
sion of the liquor ordinance. 

A petition signed by several owners 
of property on Maple avenue, between 
Grand and Commercial, protesting 
against the contemplated laying of j 
curbs and sidewalks on that avenue at 
this time was received. The peti -1 
tioners desired that the sewer grade in 
that street be established before the 
sidewalk work is ordered. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee Cunningham, the 
petition was accepted and ordered 
filed. 

A petition signed by several proper¬ 
ty owners asking that Orange avenue 
be ordered opened was, upon motiftn 
of Trustee Cunningham, seconded by 
Trustee McGovern, accepted and order¬ 
ed filed. 

A communication was received from 
the South San Francisco Power and 
Light Co. acknowledging receipt of a ' 
communication from the city clerk in 
reference to cancellation of the present 
city lighting contract and the prepar¬ 
ing of a new one that will provide for 
more lights and stating that the mat¬ 
ter had been referred to the company’s 
board of directors for action. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee McGovern, the com¬ 
munication was accepted. 

A communication was received from 
the state railroad commission giving 
information about municipalities giv¬ 
ing over to the commission their pow¬ 
ers over public utility companies. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cunning¬ 
ham, seconded by Trustee Hickey, 
the communication was accepted and 
Clerk Smith requested to thank the 
commission for the board. 


A communication was received from J 
R. K. Patched, owner of property at 
the northeast corner of Miller and Eu¬ 
calyptus avenues in reference to some 
stumps of cypress trees between the j 
curb and sidewalk on the Miller ave-| 
nue side of his property. He thought 
the city should have them removed. 

Upon motion ef Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee McGovern, the 
communication was accepted, ordered 
filed and Clerk Smith requested to in¬ 
form Mr. Patchell that the work of 
laying new curbs and sidewalks on 
those streets a few months ago being 
done by private contract it was not 
the duty of the city to remove the 
stumps. 

A communication was received from 
J. Labourdette, owner of property on 
Baden avenue, between Maple and 
Spruce, complaining that parties who 
had moved an old house on to a lot J 
next to his were maintaining a nui¬ 
sance. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee Healy, the com¬ 
plaint was referred to the board of 
health for investigation. 

A communication was received from 
Chas. Robinson, clerk of the local 
board’of school trustees, complaining 
thatestray goats were destroying shrub- 
bery on the primary school grounds 
on Baden avenue. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cunning¬ 
ham, seconded by Trustee McGovern, 
Clerk Smith was requested to acknow¬ 
ledge receipt of the communication 
and inform Mr. Robinson that the 
poundmaster had taken up the goats. 

Trustee Hickey reported that lie had 
attended the meeting at Ban Mateo of 
representatives from the various muni¬ 
cipalities in this county last week at 
which a committee was selected to 
confer with the state highway com¬ 
mission and ask it what it intended 
doing in the matter of building the 
state highway through incorporated 
cities. 

The report was accepted by the 
board. 

Upon motion of Trustee Healy, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee McGovern, the 
superintendent of streets was author¬ 
ized to purchase fifty additional black 
walnut trees, as several citizens had

The county board of supervisors met j 
in regular session at Redwood City 
last Monday with all members present, i 

The regular monthly reports of the J 
county officials were read and accept¬ 
ed. 

District Attorney Swart presented 
the returns of an election held at .Mill- 
brae January 25th at which bonds I 
amounting to $15,000 were voted for j 
school purposes. The bonds are to j 
run fifteen years and bear interest at j 
the rate of 5 per cent per annum, pay¬ 
able semi-annually. A total of 53 
votes were cast, 4S of which were in 
favor of the bonds. 

The returns were accepted by reso¬ 
lution on motion of Supervisor Casey, ! 
seconded by Supervisor Brown, and 
the bonds will be offered for sale 
March 4th. 

Attorney James T. O’Keefe appear¬ 
ed on behalf of Charles Hirrel of San j 
Bruno, whose application for a liquor 
license had been denied at the last 
meeting, and asked that the applica¬ 
tion be given a hearing. He had a 
petition signed by a number of the 
residents of San Bruno favoring the 
is suance of a license to Hirrel. 

Mr. O’Keefe was directed to have 
his client present a new applica¬ 
tion which would be heard at the 
proper time. 

District Attorney Swart stated that 
he had investigated the complaint of 
the school superintendent regarding 
the closing of Ransome street near the ; 
Vista Grande school and found that) 
that thorough hire had been dedicated 
to the public. Mr. Swart had written 
to a gentleman in the first township 
to find out if the street had been used 
but had not yet had an answer, and 
until he had this information he 
would not be able to proceed. 

On motion of Supervisor Blackburn, 
seconded by Supervisor Casey, the 
district attorney was granted until the 
March meeting to report on the mat¬ 
ter. 

J. H. Hornung, representing the 
Great Western Power Company, ap¬ 
plied for a franchise to erect poles and 
wires ou and across the county roads 
for the purpose of supplying light and 
power for a period of fifty years. 

On motion of Supervisor Casey, sec¬ 
onded by Supervisor Brown, the clerk 
was directed to publish a notice offer¬ 
ing the franchise for sale, bids to be 
received at the meeting on April 1st. 

A protest signed by a large number 
of residents of the Belle Air tract was 
presented by I). J. Lynch in opposi¬ 
tion to the opening of Sylvan avenue 
across the railroad to San Bruno. The 
protestants suggested that Angus ave- 
nus, if opened across the railroad, 
would be more suitable to the public. 

Mr. Lynch stated that the protest 
was presented in opposition to a 


petition heretofore presented by J. M. 
Custer, asking the opening of Sylvan 
avenue. 

Supervisor Casey moved that both 
petitions be laid over indefinitely un¬ 
til both factions at San Bruno could 
come before the board, agreeing as to 
what they wanted. He was seconded 
by Supervisor Francis and the motion 
carried. 

The application of Mrs. A. Belloni 
of South San Francisco for aid for her 
five half-orphan children was referred 
to Supervisor Casey. 

A communication was received from 
the State Highway Commission, ask¬ 
ing for county maps. Referred to the 
surveyor. 

In view of the fact that work would 
shortly be commenced on the state 
highway through this county, Super¬ 
visor Brown moved that a committee 
of three members of the board be ap¬ 
pointed to meet with the state com¬ 
mission when necessary and look out 
for the county’s interests. 

Supervisor Blackburn seconded 
Supervisor Brown’s motion, suggest¬ 
ing the committee consist of the three 
members through whose district the 
highway would be built. 

The motion was carried and the 
chairman appointed Supervisors 
Casey, Brown and himself as mem¬ 
bers of the commiLlee and advised 
that each get actively to work when 
the roadbuilding shall have begun. 

On motion of Supervisor Casey, 
seconded by Supervisor Brown, the 
following resolution was adopted: 

“Resolved, By the Board of Super¬ 
visors of the County of San Mateo, in 
regular session Uns 5th day of Febru¬ 
ary, 1912, that they affirm their resolve 
to provide such bridges and rights of 
way as may be required for the con¬ 
struction of the state highway, along 
the continuation of Mission street, 
known as the county road or El Cam- 
ino Real, through this county, and be 
it further 

“Resolved, that the clerk of this 
board of supervisors be directed to for¬ 
ward a copy of this resolution to the 
State Highway Commission.” 

Supervisor Brown suggested that the 
lighting of the state highway through 
the county was a matter the board 
should take up at a future meeting. 

Supervisor Casey called attention to 
the excessive grade of the San Bruno 
road where it crosses the railroad tun¬ 
nel at Sierra Point (just north of this 
city) and suggested that a resolution 
be adopted directing the railroad com¬ 
pany to lower the grade to three per 
cent. 

The matter was referred to District 
Attorney Swart who doubted the ad¬ 
visability of adopting such a resolu¬ 
tion since the county had not accepted

Here Goes Up For Monday. 

This game requires seveu players, 
each choosing a name of one of the 
days of the week. The players stand 
facing a high solid ' wall. “Sunday” 
takes a rubber ball and, throwing it 
high against the wall, calls out, “Here 

goes up for-auy day of the week 

being mentioned. The player whose 
name has been called must immedi¬ 
ately run forward and catch the ball 
before it reaches the ground, the other 
players running aw r ay. If the ball is 
caught it is thrown against the wall 
by the catcher, and he, in his turn, 
calls a name. When the player falls 
to catch the ball lie misses a point, or 
an “egg,” as it is called. He must 
then pick up the ball and throw it at 
another player. If one is hit, that 
player also loses an egg and has in his 
turn to throw the ball against the wall. 
If, however, the player who throws the 
ball at the other player fails to hit 
him he must throw the ball against 
the wall himself. The loss of three 
"eggs” puts the player “out.” The last 
one having an egg left wins the game.

Indianapolis Grand Jury Returns

Union labor officials and agents, j 
said to number between thirty and 
forty, whom the Government holds 
criminally responsible with the Mc¬ 
Namaras and Orti£ E. McManigal for 
having perpetrated more than 100 ex¬ 
plosions in cities from Massachusetts 
to California in the last six years, in¬ 
cluding the wrecking of the Los An¬ 
geles Times building, have been in¬ 
dicted at Indianapolis.

The papers for the arrests designate 
the amount of bond which the de¬ 
fendants may give in the Federal dis¬ 
tricts in which they reside for their 
appearance. The amounts of the bonds 
in the individual cases were not made 
known, but it was said in the aggre¬ 
gate they would total $300,000. 

The names of the defendants and 
their exact number were ordered with¬ 
held pending their arrest. Among the 
men were either union officials or 
men who were charged with affiliating 
with the dynamiters. 


TERSE CALIFORNIA NEWS 


According to Dr. E. W. Holbrook, 
the ninth case of trichinosis from eat- j 
ing salami sausage has developed at 
San Jose. 

The State Government of California 
has opened a splendid exhibition of 
California products in Berlin for the 
purpose, of interesting German con¬ 
sumers. 

A strong appeal for immediate aid 
by San Francisco in alleviating famine 
conditions in China has been made to 
the San Francisco Chamber of Com¬ 
merce by the Central China Famine 
Relief Committee at Shanghai. 

As recompense for three years’ suf¬ 
ferings, privations and the seizure of 
about $150,000 of banking securities, 
Wallace D. Purdie of San Francisco 
will receive the sum of a million dol¬ 
lars from the Mexican Government. 

Employing printers of the Pacific 
Northwest are organizing an excursion 
from Portland to Los Angeles for the 
purpose of attending the annual meet¬ 
ing of the Printers’ Pacific Coast Con¬ 
gress, which will be held in that city 
February 19th. 

Through the agency of the Santa 
Clara Woman's Club, the Board of 
Town Trustees will be asked to place 
at least two women on every election 
board in the mission town the first 
Monday in April, when the town elec¬ 
tion will be held. 

A plan by which 7,000,000 acres of 
logged-off lands in Washington, Idaho 
and Montana may be secured by the 
Government and then opened up for 
homestead entry is being worked out 
by the executive committee of the In¬ 
land Empire Federation of Commer¬ 
cial Clubs at Spokane, Wash. 

Because of an unprecedented de¬ 
mand for land in the western portion 
of San Joaquin county, a movement is 
on foot to cut up some of the larger 
irrigable tracts into small properties, 
and diversified farming will very 
shortly be a feature of that section 
where vast acreage once held sway. 

Breaking away from all political 
lules of the past, State Printer Rich¬ 
ardson has announced that he would 
place apprentices in the State Print¬ 
ing Office; that he would give boys a 
chance to hold positions formerly held 
by men, who were appointed on the 
solo qualification that they had a vote. 

Gee Fong, a Chinese laborer, who 
was twice caught while attempting to 
get into this country from Mexico, ar¬ 
rived in San Diego from Ensenada, 
Lower California, in charge of an ex¬ 
press company. Fong is tagged and 
labeled as if he was so much merchan¬ 
dise, and is consigned to Vancouver, 
B. C. 

Two hundred and fifty dollars has 
been given Stanford University by C. 
A. Coffin, head of the General Electric 
Company of New York, to be used for 
medical research work. The gift is j 
made with the idea of starting a fund 1 
for the investigation and study of the 
organisms which cause the infectious 
diseases of Asia. 

The State Board of Equalization 
has decided to continue the matter of j 
co-operating with the Secretary of 
State in the matter of seeking out 
those concerns which are operating in 
the State without having filed articles 
of incorporation. It is said that many 
companies are operating against the 
law in not filing articles of incorpora¬ 
tion, and are, therefore, cheating the 



State out of the license tax. Fully j 
$50,000 is being lost every year by 
the lailure to compel these concerns 
to incorporate. 

As a means of preventing injury to 
pedestrians by night and to lessen the 
number of holdups and burglaries, 
Redlands automobilists have organ¬ 
ized a Roads Protection Association 
to urge,the passage of an ordinance! 
in every county in the State making 
it a misdemeanor for a pedestrian to 
be on the streets after 11 o'clock with¬ 
out a lighted lantern. 

The protest filed on behalf of San I 
Francisco against the application of 
the National Park Electric Power Com¬ 
pany for a right of way along the 
south bank of the Tuolumne river, 
from the National Park boundary to 
the junction of the Middle Fork with 
the main Tuolumne river, has been 
sustained by Secretary Wilson of the 
Department of Agriculture. 

Zollie Clements, the confessed mur¬ 
derer of five men, who is now recuper 
ating from a gunshot wound received 
while attempting to hold up a Sacra¬ 
mento saloon, will be taken to Stock- 
ton in a few days to be tried for the 
murder of W. H. Newman, a saloon 
man of that city. It is generally be 
lieved that Clements will not repudiate 
his confession, but if he should, his 
conviction is highly probable anyhow 

Charging that his only son, Victor 
Ignatius Holland, died on February 5, 
1911, as the direct result of an un¬ 
skillful operation for appendicitis per¬ 
formed by Dr. J. W. Henry and Dr. 
Thomas M. McGuire, Patrick Holland, 
a retired attorney, has brought suit 
in the Superior Court of San Fran¬ 
cisco for $125,000 damages against 
the two physicians. Dr. Henry is 
made defendant, in a suit for $50,000 
while Dr. McGuire is sued for $75,000. 

Fearing a prohibition wave which 
has gained much ground in the So¬ 
noma valley, the saloon keepers in 
Agua Caliente and El Verano pre¬ 
cincts have asked the Board of Super¬ 
visors to regulate the liquor traffic 
there. At the present time there are 
twenty-four saloons doing business in 
those precincts, and a resolution has 
been offered to curtail this number to 
twelve by refusing to issue any liquor 
licenses where permits lapse or are 
canceled for violations of the law.

S. R. Timothy, the chauffeur who 
shot and killed John J. Moore at San 
Mateo the night of January 27th, must 
answer to a charge of murder before | 
a jury in the San Mateo Superior 
Court. That was the decision ren¬ 
dered by Justice of the Peace J. A. 
McCormick at San Mateo. While but 
a fragment of the evidence in the sen- | 
sational case was revealed at the pre-1 
liminary hearing, District Attorney j 
Franklin Swart demanded that the ! 
prisoner be held for trial in the Su-! 
perior Court. 

Stripped of its sensational ramifica¬ 
tions, the case developed into a mat¬ 
ter of whether Timothy shot Moore | 
during the progress of a duel in which 
be was first attacked or whether 
Moore attacked Timothy, fired three 
shots at him and then, after a consid-! 
erable interval of time, Timothy de- i 
liberatelv shot Moore. Timothy holds j 
to the theory of self-defense, yet in 
his testimony given at the hearing he j 
admitted that there was an interval 
of possibly ten minutes between the 
time Moore fired the last shot at him 
and the time he fired the shot that 
killed Moore. 

The District Attorney insists that \ 
the only point at issue is whether Tim-1 
othy was justified in shooting Moore, 
after he had an opportunity to get J 
away, and whether he was justified in ; 
carrying with him the revolver with 
which he killed Moore. 

Timothy is held without bail.

Rabies Epidemic Threatened in 
San Francisco 



GENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


John B. Doris, one of the leading ! 
theatrical managers, circus men and 
politicians of the past generation, is 
dead at his home in New York. 

After figuring in many Kentucky 
shooting affrays, Grove Kennedy, 70 j 
years old, at one time a noted outlaw, j 
later a convict in the Frankfort Peni- j 
tentiary, and the father of three mur-1 
dors, died a natural death at his home 
in Kentucky. 

Governor Dix of New York has been i 
advised by his physician to give up 
all public and social engagements for 
the present. Unable to bear the bur¬ 
den of the duties thrust upon him, the 
Governor has been on the verge of a 
breakdown for two or three weeks. 

The Supreme Council of the Royal 


Rabies, a dreaded animal disease 
heretofore unknown in San Francisco, 
has been discovered in three different 
cases in the last few days, and the 
Board of Supervisors may be called 
upon to adopt measures not merely to 
stamp out the disease, but to place a 
strict quarantine on canines coining 
into the municipality. It is a situa¬ 
tion entirely new to this locality, and 
Dr. Sawyer of the State Board of 
Health said that hydrophobia has been 
known in the State only in the last 
two years. In each of the three cases 
discovered the infected dog had bitten 
a human. The dogs were killed 
promptly and the persons bitten were 
given the Pasteur treatment. It was 
explained that one of the dangers to 
people from the epidemic is that they 
may be inclined to delay taking treat¬ 
ment after they have been bitten. 
Once the disease has developed, the 
Pasteur or any other known treatment 
cannot save them. The most conspic¬ 
uous symptom of the malady in the 
dog is its effect on the throat and 
vocal organs. The voice changes and 
the resultant sound is more of a howl 
than a bark—a sound that, once heard, 
will never be forgotten. The nature 
changes also; the dog has a tendency 
to lick metal, wood or other cold ob¬ 
jects with his tongue. He becomes 
nervous and highly erratic. Should 
this continue two or three days, the 
advice of a veterinary surgeon should 
be sought. 

The serum with which persons suf- j 
fering from dog bites are treated is 
furnished the State free of charge by 
the Government. 


Arcanum of Boston will have returned 
to it $5,902,100, the amount of a re¬ 
serve fund on deposit with State 
Treasurer Stevens. The provisions of 
a law which required the deposit of 
the fund was removed by the last 
Legislature. 

Th great ice bridge that has choked 
the river channel between the cataract 
and the upper steel-arch bridge below 
Niagara Falls for the last three weeks 
broke from its shoring and went down 
the river, taking with it to their death 
a man and woman said to be Mr. and 
Mrs. Eldridge Stanton of Toronto, 
Canada, and Burrell Heacock, 17 years 
old, of Cleveland, O. 

The salaries of more than 100 mail 
carriers in Chicago have been reduced 
and 200 more face a reduction as a 
direct result of horse races held under 
the auspices of the carriers at the 
Hawthorne track on July 4, 1911. The 
carriers violated a civil service rule 
which prohibits them from selling 
tickets or receiving the proceeds of a 
benefit entertainment. 



The Northern California Power Com¬ 
pany of Redding, which purchased its 
only rival in the northern part of the 
State, the Sacramento Valley Power 
Company, will re-establish meters 
throughout its territory, which em¬ 
braces Tehama, Shasta and Glenn 
counties, together with a good deal of > 
Colusa and Butte counties. Flat rates 
will then be abolished. As it is now, 
lights are kept burning needlessly 
throughout the day, and there is an 
enormous waste. 


Mrs. Linda Burfield Hazzard, the Se¬ 
attle “starvation doctor,” was found 
guilty of manslaughter by a jury in 
the Kitsap county Superior Court at 
Port Orchard, Wash., for having; 
caused the death by starvation of Miss 
Claire Williamson, an English heiress, 
who underwent Mrs. Hazzard’s fasting | 
treatment. The penalty for man¬ 
slaughter is an indeterminate term in 
the penitentiary of from one to twenty 
years.

The Astoria Centennial Committee 
has voted to present the management 
of the Panama-Pacific Exposition at 
San Francisco with the largest flag¬ 
pole in the world. The stick is 230 
feet long. 

Senator Perkins has been notified 
by Third Assistant Postmaster-General 
Britt at Washington that the Postoffice 
Department desired designs and sug¬ 
gestions for the series of stamps 
which the department expects to issue 
in commemoration of the Panama- 
Pacific Exposition. 

The directors of the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition have appropriated $1,000,- 
1)00 for an auditorium to be erected in 
the civic center. This sum will be 
used to construct a building that will 
equal, if not surpass, any of its kind 
in the world. It is expected that the 
building will occupy an entire block. 

Charles C. Moore, president of the 
Panama-Pacific International Exposi¬ 
tion Company, called upon Mayor Gav- 
nor of New York City and urged that 
New York City erect a municipal 
building at the exposition in San 
Francisco in 1915. New York State 
will erect a building, but Moore also 
urges that the metropolis of the coun¬ 
try be represented. Mayor Gaynor 
took the project under advisement.

CHIHUAHUA ON THE 
VERGEOFSECEDING 

Situation Would Be Different 

trciii Last Rebellion 


President Taft and his Cabinet have 
turned a scrutinizing eye toward Mex¬ 
ico. Official documents placed before 
the President seriously questioned the 
loyalty of General Orozco to the Mex¬ 
ican Federal Government and inti¬ 
mated that the present conditions in 
the State of Chihuahua, bordering on 
Texas, might develop into a move¬ 
ment of secession, establishing an in¬ 
dependent republic in the north. 

General Pascuel Orozco denies em¬ 
phatically that the State of Chihuahua 
is on the verge of seceding from the 
Mexican federation or that he is dis¬ 
loyal to Madero. 

It was admitted in official circles 
that the separation of Chihuahua from 
the rest of Mexico would create a sit¬ 
uation different in many respects from 
those that existed during the last re¬ 
bellion. It is believed that there 
would not be much fighting on the 
border, for with Juarez in the hands 
of the Orozco adherents the new revo¬ 
lutionists would concentrate at the 
city of Chihuahua, 200 miles south of 
the border, where the advance of an 
army from Mexico City first would be 
contested. 

The uprising at Camargo has not 
been quelled. Minister of the Interior 
Gonzales visited the place to restore 
order, but failed. The Mexican Gov¬ 
ernment now proposes to use the 
same methods employed at Juarez— 
leaving the situation for the moment 
in the hands of Orozco. In the mean¬ 
time 500 Government troops are held 
at Jiminez ready to march upon the 
little garrison.
